Dixoii Tapped bis gavel at seven 
'i after 10 y«-sK-rday morning in the 


dicjry little eounrooin in Fatei^son. he had 
b«£un one of the zri-aie^t murder trials 
in thr iiixtory ot New Jersey criuiinnl ju- 
lisprudcncc. Tbrt-o yuuns DIC-Q — Waltc-r 
JfcAlister, William Deaih and Andrew 
Campbell — bad been arraigned for trial 
oa one of the most heinous charges ever 
brought "in a criminal court. The three 
together Tvere to stand trial for their 
lives, a circumstance which in itself ren- 
ders the case unique. 


Less than eight hours after the conven- 


tional cry of "Hear ye, hear yel" bad re- 
sounded through the old courthouse Judge 
Dixon had adjourned court for the day. 
During that interim a satisfactory Jury 
had been obtained, the prosecution had 
made its opening address, a finished and 
masterly effort, and the state had dispos- 
ed of not less than two-thirds of its xvit- 
nesses, including at least one of the high- 
est importance. 


Never had the machinery of justice 


moved with less friction or with greater 
expedition. The jury was actually select- 
ed and seated in the box within 35 min- 
utes after the first 'name was drawn from 
;he wheel. Persons familiar with the 
:ong delays, obstructive tactics and dila- 
tory wrangles that marked such famous 
forensic struggles as those for the lives of 
Carlylc Harris, Dr. Buchanan and Ro- 
land B. Molinenx in the New York courts 
were astounded at the facility with which 
Judge Disron speeded the business in 
hand. There were comparatively few ob- 
jections raised by counsel for the de- 
fense, though an uncommonly able array 
of legal talent has rallied' around the trio 
of young men who Ktaird in jeopardy of 
their lives. The state raised no objections 
whatever, and most of those mnde by 
counsel for the defense were promptly 
overruled by the court. Throughout the 
entire day's proceedings Judge Dixon's 
manner was at once so decisive and yet 
so suave as to clearly show the hand of 
iron in the velvet glove. 


Tlie Prisoners Calm. 


McAlister, Campbell and Death bore 


themselves 
with 
outward 
calmness, 


though there were moments when it was 
plain that each man labored under tre- 
inendoub- nervous tension. McAlister. the 
palest of the trio, had worn a mask of 
htolid indifference throughout the mom- 
ing session. lie never dropped it until 
Augustus Sculthorpo, the hack driver 
who held the reins on the night of their 
fatal orpy, had taken the stand in the 
niddle of the afternoon. As the hack 
driver told his repulsive but straightfor- 
ward narrative of the unspeakable hor- 
rors of that night McAlister leaned for- 
ward in his chair, gazing intently into the 
face of the witnes-s, and as he listened to 
the words so ominous to himself and his 
comrades n dummy perspiration started 
from his forehead and tiickied in little 
flvttiet.* down bis Tm-uous face. I"p to 
that point both McAlister and his youn- 
ger associate, Campbell, had given an ex- 
hibition of phlegmatic indifference, by 
steadily chewing tobacco. They did not 
desist even when the mother of their vic- 
tim, 
dressed in the mourning tokens of 


her grief, took the witness stand and 
told in simple language the story of the 
plain home life of her daughter, now 
dead. 


Compared with "Walter McAlister both 


Campbell and Death appeared like smooth 
faced boy=; who had barely reached matu- 
rity. Campbell's cheeks wore a prison 
pallor almost as ghastly as that of his 
older comrade. Death alone showed a 
color in his face, which might have been 
either the natural glow of healthy young 
blood or the hectic flush of intense sup- 
pressed excitement. 


It was Sculthorpe who furnished the 


most startling testimony of the dsy. lie 
not only reiterated all the deeply incrimi- 
nating evidence he had already given be- 
fore the coroner's jury, but in great detail 
he directly inculpated Ken- as well aa the 
other three iu the mo.st revolting features 
of what occupied in the pntch of woods 
hj the side of the river road wiiTP the 
midnight roysterers stopped with their 
unconscious and dying victim.

How do detectives detect? It all de- 


p«'js<l«. Time is no rule. That which 
tolres one mystery today will make an- 
other i»ore impenetrable tomorrow. Ac- 
cording to one of the most noted detect- 
ivi-b of thL» country, the rule of common 
sent* is the best to follow. 


Take a case narrated by this detective. 


He was called up oa a long distance tele- 
phone, trbk-h in itseif is not in accord- 
ance with tho general idea of tellinjr ft 
detective of a crime. This ine*sage iiaid 
that a farmer bad been robbed of 3fS,OoO 
in gold and asked that an operative be. 
sent 'o the town near the farm. The 
message was received at night. The fol- 
lowing morning a man from, the agency 
went to the office from which the mes- 
sage was sent and announced his business 
just as a commercial traveler would an- 
nounce his. 
Nothing in his appearance 


indicated that he was a man of mystery. 


The man who sent the message said to 


him: 
ivA farmer," mentioning his name 


and describing the way to the farmer's 
house, "had $8,000 in gold. He kept it 
in a box under Ins-bed. One day while be 
was at work on his farm the money was 
stolen. That's all there is to the case." 


The detective hired a horse and rode 


to the farm. He saw the farmer, but 
the fanner could tell him no more than 
the man in town who sent the message 
to the city. The detective remained in 
the neighborhood several days, visiting 
other farmers. To each, of them he said: 
"I am a detective. I am looking for the 
man who stele your neighbor's money." 
Not one of the farmers had a suspicion 
of the iientity of the thief. The detect- 
ive leained the standing of each farmer 
upon whom he called. Then he returned 
to the home office. 


About a week later another man went 


to the same neighborhood and told his 
business. He was a detective from the 
same agency and on the same business as 
the first. He went to each farmer and 
told his business. Then he went away. 
The fanners talked about his visit to one 
another. 


'At the end of the third week another 


detective went into the community. Al- 
though he was disguised ns a lightning 
rod peddler, he told each farmer he saw, 
confidentially, that he was a detective 
looking for the man who had stolen $8,- 
000 in gofd. His reputation preceded him. 
Wherever he went farmers said. "You 
may be a lightning rod peddler all right, 
but you are a detective." And invariably 
he replied, "I am a detective," and all 
the farmers in the community talked 
among themselves about the lightning rod 
peddler detective who was in the country. 
This detective suddenly disappeared. 


Pour weeks later another visitor came 


into the community. He had no business 
except that which he proclaimed as be 
traveled. He met men in the road and 
said, after passing the time of day: "1 
am a detective, I am here trying to find 
out who stole Farmer - 's §8,000 in 
gold." The news traveled. It was a new 
way of hunting a criminal. There was 
BO mysterious man ia disguise, but "'a 
real, everyday man in the neighborhood 
who said he was a detective." 
"Have 


you seen the detective.?" was as common 
a question as the salutation of the day. 


To make bis work all the more open this 


detective said to the farmer who lost tin 
money: "You will soon have nil your 
gold back. There won't be a dollar of it 
missing. The man who stele it lives in 
the neSghboRliood. He will confess the 
theft." 


•"Won't he run away before he will 


give it up?" asked the farmer. 


The detective replied: "Xo. The ma'-, 


who runs away will thereby say to this 
community that he is the thief. No one 
in this community will dare move at\a.v." 


In the words of the chief who tells thp 


story, "Every mnn in the community nt 
once felt that somehow or other he was 
being watched. 
The tension been me 


painful, in spite of the fact that only 
one man in the community was guilty." 


Thirty-three days after the robbery a 


farmer went to town and asked that a 
detective be sent for. When the detect- 
ive came, which wns the next day, tlie 
farmer said to him: "Come with me nnd 
1 will show you where the $8,000 is bur- 
ied. I ani the thief." The two men 
went to the woods. The snojv was ankle 
deep on the spot where the treasure was 
buried. 
After clearing away the drift 


the detective 
dug 
down 
and 
fovnd 


an old coffeepot containing the gold. He 
took it to the farmer who had lost his 
gold, and the farmer identified it. TLc 
detective took his prisoner back --to the 
city, and in less than a week the man 
was in state prison.

CRADLED BY AN ICEBERG. 


A TbrllUnv Incident of * Crwlse Ia 


Xorthern Waters. 


A thrilling story of a vessei-'s encounter 


with an iceberg is told by Captain Ches- 
ter of the schooner Elwood. While the ! 
schooner was on a fishing cruise in the 
< 


northern waters Captain Chester sighted 
an immense iceberg apparently fast on a j 
reef known to exist just off Hoonia. "It's 
a lucky find!" thought the captain as he i 
headed the Elwood for the berg that he 
might fill the hold T\ ith ice to preserve 
the fish he expected to catch. 


\Vheu the schooner was within a few 


yards of the berg, the anchor was drop- 
ped. T-he vessel swung around until she 
came alongside the berg, to which she 
was made fast with lines. The tide was 
at full, a gangplank was thrown over to 
a ledge on the ice, and the men began 
breaking off chunks of ice and "hoisting 
them aboard. All went well until even- 
ing, when 30 tons of ice had been stowed 
in the hold. 


Meanwhile the falling tide had caused 


the berg to settle upon the reef and to tip 
toward the side opposite the vessel. The 
gangplank rose in the air and had to bs 
made fast to a ledge nearer the water to 
keep it horizontal. 


Captain Chester, suspecting that all 


was not going to be well, ordered the 
crew to make sail. Before they could 
man the halyards the iceberg, with a 
giinding roar, rolled off the reef and 
stalled to turn over. 


A jagged spur of ice which had formed 


the bottom of the berg rose on the star- 
board side of the vessel and beneath it. 
The ice struck the keel, and the vessel 
lifted out of the water, resting in an ice 
cradle. 
Chester ordered his men to get 


into the boats and out of harm's way. 
Cutting the lines that held the schooner 
to the berg, the men pulled to a safe dis- 
tance and waited. 


The anchor held fast, and the schooner 


tugged at the chain. The tide dropped a 
few more inches, the iceberg careened 
still farther, and the Elwood lose higher. 
This proved the schooner's salvation. 


The tendency of the iceberg to roll over 


and raise the vessel brought such an 
enormous strain upon the anchor chain 
that something had to give way. 
Some- 


thing did, and to the joy of the fishermen 
it was not the anchor or the chain. 


The ic&berg lurched, and the schooner 


was seen to slidu several feet along the 
crevice in which it rested. There was 
another lurch and another slide. 
Then 


the vessel reached a downward grade 
and the next instant shot off the icebei 
and into the sea bows on like a ro»ket. 


She shipped a heavy sea as the result 


of plunging her nose beneath the siirface, 
but quickly righted and after stumbling 
over her anchor chain and tugging vi- 
ciously to get away settled down, to her 
original state of tranquillity, to all ap- 
pearances unhurt.—San Francisco Chron- 
icle.

BELL WITH A CURIOUS HISTORY. 


PlaT» ni» Important Part Tn a 


tly on tlie Missouri River. 


There hangs ia the belfry of the little 


Christian church in the town of Saian- 
nali in Andiew county, Mo., a bell which 
has a most remarkable history. In 1S5:> 
there occurred at Lexington the most dis- 
astrous accident which ever befell a 
steamboat on the Missouri river, and one 
attended -with the greatest loss of hu- 
man life. The Saludn,, a side wheel steam- 
er with a battery of two boilers, was en 
its way up the river with a cargo of gen- 
eral merchandise and its cabin and lower 
deck crowded with passengers, the most 
o£ whom were Moimons. 


The river was unusually high, and tho 


current as it came around the point just 
above the town was extremely strong. 
To add to tiiese difficulties the river was 
full of floating ice which had broken 
loose from a gorge higher up. Captain 
Francis T. Belt, commander of the boat, 
had made repeated efforts to stem the 
rapid current, but had as often failed. 
At last, on the morning of April 9, afto; 
•waiting several days tor the flood to sub- 
side, he again ordei ed steam, to be raided 
for a tinal effort. lie went to the engine 
room» looked at the steam, gauge and ask- 
ed the engineer how many more pounds 
Of steam it could stand. On being answer- 
ed that it had aheady every pound Unit 
it could safoly cany he gave the com- 
mand, "Fill it up; put on more s>team," ami 
remarked to- the engineer, with an oath, 
that he would round the point or blow it 
up. He then retired to the hurricane roof, 
rang; the bell and gave the final command 
to "cast loose the lines." The bow of thu 
boat turned gently out into the btrcnm, as, 
it was caught by the current. The en- 
gines made but one i evolution. Then 
came the tcirible explosion, and all was 
chaos, darkness and death. 


The number of those who lost their 


lives by the explosion was never known. 
About 100 bodies wore recovered, and it 
xvas supposed that there \\ere as many 
more victims uho>o remains weie never 
found. Neaily all the otlaceis of the boat 
were killed. 


The bell which had just sounded tho 


deathknell of so many unfortunate ones 
was blown high up on the bank, where it 
was found uninjured. 
It was bought, 


with what lemained of tho wreck, by cl 1 
Casper Gruber, who afterward sold it to 
tho Christian church at Savannah, and 
for nearly half n century it has hung in 
the belfry there. On nuy Sabbath morn- 
ing its clear, silvery peals can be heard 
os it calls the congregation tr> the house 
of God, but it is doubtful if there i". ono 
among them who knows aught of the sad 
tragedy connected with its h'istory.— 
Kansas City Journal.

1 D'Esterre and O'Con- 
nell stood face to face in mortal combat 
in a field in the county of Kildare. 


O'Connell for a portion of the time the 


seconds were arranging matters walked 
up and down at the end of the field near 
the road wall closely wrapped in his great 
cloak, apparently engaged in prayer. Aft- 
er awhile he joined his friends, and, rec- 
ognizing in the throng Jerry MacCarthy, 
a well known Dublin tailor, he exclaimed 
in his wonted exuberance of spirits, "Ah, 
Jerry, I never missed you from an ag- 
gregate meeting." Seeing Charles Phil- 
lips, a well known Irish barrister and 
author of "Curran and His Contempo- 
raries," in the crowd, he called him aside 
#nd said: "Phillips, this seems to me not 
a personal but a political affair. 
I am 


obnoxious to a party, and they adopt a 
false preteDse to cut me off. They have 
reckoned without their host, I promise 
you. 
I am one of the best shots in Ire- 


land at a mark, having as a psblic man 
considered it my duty to ptepaie for my 
own protection against such unpiovoked 
aggressions as the present. Now, remem- 
ber what I say to you. I may be struck 
myself, and then skill is out of the ques- 
tion, but if I am not my antagonist will 
have cause to regret having forced nie in- 
to this conflict." 


As O'Conuell flung off his coat before 


repairing to his position his second care- 
fully looked him over, and, noticiug that 
lie wore a -white muslin cravat and that 
a largo bunch of seals hung from his fob, 
he had both lemoved, it-marking that 
such conspicuous objects would legulatc 
the aim of D'Esteire.

played the same cool indifference.

a cane lesting on the ground and chat- 
ting unconcernedly to his fiiends. When 
he appeared in his> place, he declared that 
whatever might be the tesult of this un- 
pleasant business between bimsclC aud 
O'Counell it did not originate pn his part 
from any religious animosity or paity 
feeling. From the bottom of his heait ha 
could say—and he appealed to God to 
witness the truth of his words—he har- 
bored no ill feelings against his Catholic 
fellow countryman.

as if to the. But O'Connell, \\ho stood 
still on the alert, anticipated him. Quick 
as lightning he lifted his weapon, aimed 
low and tiied. About the same moment 
D'Esteire's weapon exploded, the bullot 
struck the ground at O'Connell's feet, 
and the mifoitunate man staggered, then 
fell heavily forward a-nid the wild, exult- 
ing shouts of the ciowd of peasants. Both 
the surgeons hastened to him. The ball 
hud traversed th? hip and could not bo 
found; but, though D"E>tcrro was bleed- 
ing profusely, no one suspected that he 
bad recchc'd his death wound. In fact, 
Major MacN:min.ta fchook Sir Edward 
Stanley by tho hand, warmly congratu- 
lating him that thu duel hud ended with- 
out loss ol life. 


The popular excitement in Dublin when 


the result became known wns tremen- 
dous. Bonfires blazed till midnight in the 
streets, which swarmed i\ith crowds 
shouting in joy for the ante return of 
their favorite. Next day 700 gentlemen 
left their cards at O'Connell's residence. 
Mennvshilc D'Esterre was slowly bleed- 
ing to death in bis house at Bachelor's 
Walk. The cud came on the afternoon i»£ 
Friday, the second day after the duel. 
Before his death the unhappy innu made 
a declaration that he alone was responsi- 
ble for his death, that O'Connell was 
blameless in the matter, as he himself 
had provoked the duel. 


So ended au event memorable in the 


varied vicissitudes of O'Connell's career. 
He was nt heart the kindest and most 
good natnrod of men; he wns also of a 
deeply irligious nature, and he had tv 
RiMHiine horror of bloodshed. The; death 
of D'E&tcrre thcioforo lillfd him with le- 
moibe. He publicly declared shortly aft- 
erward that he hnd made a vow never!

The first thing to do for a corn is to get 


new shoes that are so snug as not to rub 
the foot anywhere and so loose a<? not to 
make pressure in one spot more than in 
another.

The top of the corn may be pared with 


a sharp knife, extreme care being taken, 
especially in the case of the aged, not to 
cut the 'sound ekin, or it may be filed 
down to the level of the surrounding 
skin, or the entire corn may sometimes be 
loosened with a dull knifp blade or by 
the finger nail and extracted from it-- 
bed. 


When this cannot be done, removal 


may be facilitated by moistening th" 
corn every other day with glacial acetic 
acid, the softened part being subsequent- 
ly scraped away with a dull knife or a 
small file. A salve containing salicylic 
acid applied every night will also fre- | 
quently loosen the corn so that it can be i 
pulled out. This is the basis of many of | 
the popular coru plasters. 


A soft corn, which is merely a com 


that is always moist on account of it' 
location on the inner surface of one ol 
the toes, should be treated by keeping n 
piece of absorbent cotton between the 
toes so as to prevent maceration and by 
bathing it frequently with strong alum 
water.—Youth's Companion.

A GREWSOME STORY. 


a Trader Held a De-adlr 


Against All Chinmjnen. 


Mokil is one of the islands of the Caro- 


line group of the western Pacific. 
The 


following grewsocie story of an American 
who once lived on the island is vouched 
for by a writer in The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette: 


One day in November, 1SCO, a small 


Sydney trading schooner called off Mokil. 
The one white trader living on the island 
came off in his whaleboat. He was an 
American of about oO years, bronze fac- 
ed, stout and muscular and quiet and un- 
assuming. lie had just agreed to supply 
the captain with some pigs, turtles and 
poultry in return for some European pro- 
visions when the Chinese cook and stew- 
ard came into the cabin.

looked at the man curiously for a mo- 
ment 


"Is he a Cantonese?" he asked the skip- 


per. 


"Aye! 
He comes from the Kwang- 


tung province, I believe." 


"Thought so by the run of his eye. 


Been with you long, sir?" 


"Xo. I only shipped him in Sydney 


this trip," replied the master. 


Presently the American rose. "Well, 1 


guess I'll get along ashore, captain. Per- 
haps it would be just as well if you let 
your steward come with me and pick out 
the pigs you want. Trust a Chinaman 
to tell a good pig." 


The captain assented to the proposition, 


and in a few minutes the trader, accom- 
panied 'by the steward, left the ship and 
went on shore. 


An hour afterward the boat returned, 


bringing the pigs, turtles and poultry, but 
without the Chinese steward. 


"Where's my steward 1" asked the cap- 


tain. 
"lie's dead," replied the trader calm- 


ly. "I shot him the moment I got him 
inside my house. 
Kow, don't get mad, 


captain. 
Here's a man I've brought 


aboard who'll make just as good a stew- 
ard as the Chow." 


"Why did you murder the man?" gasp- 


ed the astonished seaman. 


"I didn't murder him. I shot him as 1 


mean to shoot every Chinaman I come 
across in the south seas.

down here." Then he told his story: 


"When I was a lad of 14, I sailed with [ 


my father in a big lump of a brig called 
the Luba.

paraiso trade. Left Hongkong one time 
under charter to take 30 coolies to Ta- 
hiti. My mother, two younger brothers 
and my sister were aboatd — had been 
sailing in the Lubra for nigh on foui 
years.

family ship. We carried nine hands. 1 
lived for'ard. One night, when we were 
two days out, the Chows made a sudden 
rush. I was aloft with a Swede stajing 
the topgallant sail. They first killed ev- 
ery man of the watch on deck; then thej 
went below and slaughtered every living 
soul, for'ard and aft. In half an hour it 
was all over, and they lowered the two 
boats and cleared out. The Swede and I 
came on deck, and this is what we saw: 
My father, mother and sister's heads 
were lying on the main deck. My two 
little brothers, 5 and 7 years of age, were 
just trunks — hands, feet and heads gone— 
and my sister's body (she was 17 or more, 
maybe) was disemboweled and thrown 
across the fife rail. And every othei 
body was hacked and slashed about, 
chunks of flesh lying around everywhere. 


"They had set the brig on fire before 


they left. The Swede and I put it out. 
We were picked up by a French bark the 
same day. 


"That's why I always shoot one of the 


Chinamen when 1 get the chance."

small cups; ardent white spirits of rice, 
samslm, in thiniblefuls. "IJose" wine is 
one of the several varieties flavored with 
roses. (Xo wine is made from grapes, 
though they are plentiful in north Chi- 
na.) 


When all are seated ready for the fray, 


the host raises his cup: 


''Let us drinkl" 
We replj-, "Thanks, thanks!" then set 


to—with chopsticks—picking now from 
one dish, now from another, in piquant 
contrast of sweet, sour and salt. 


The first fury of the opening attack be- 


ing spent, the shattered bands of hors 
d'ccuvrcs are withdrawn, and the guests 
saunter into the other rooms for a whiff 
ot tobacco or—whisper it not in Gath—a 
pipe of opium, en attendant the real re- 
past. 


Certain traditional dishes form the 


backbone of the feast. 
For instance, 


that most delicious of bouillis, shark's 
fin soup, always opens the .ball. 
It is 


served in a'large bowl, smoking hot, and 
consists of a glutinous entanglement of 
soft fins stewed in their own liquor. The 
flavor is slightly salt, but exquisite. An- 
other traditional dish appears toward the 
close of the feast in the shape of a fat 
duck reposing in its broth. Though boil- 
ed so thoroughly that a touch, from a 
chopstick dissolves it without aid of 
knife, the bird appears on the table with 
smooth white breast and limbs intact, 
and its nobly toothsome appearance is 
usually greeted with a buzz of anticipa 
tory applause. 


The remaining items of the menu are 


only curious from the mode of their se- 
lection, for each guest chooses his owa 
dish, taking cnre that jt shall harmonize 
with those already selected. One names 
a salmi of wild duck, his neighbor a dish 
of stewed mushrooms, and so on. 


Wine, as remarked, is drunk through- 


out and always hot. The Chinese eschew 
all cold drinks. The cups being small 
their number has little effect. Thej 
cheer, but do not as a rule inebriate. In- 
toxication is extremely rare, though not 
apparently from moral considerations so 
much as from those of expediency, for 
tipsiness is not generally regarded as dis- 
gracing. 


The finger game, resembling the Italian 


inora, is played during meals, the loser 
fcwallowing as penalty a cup of wine. Two 
men play at a time. They show suddenly 
and simultaneously a certain number ol 
the fingers of one hand, and as each 
thrusts them forth he shouts or squeals 
the number which he thinks will be the 
total of his own and his opponent's fin- 
gers. Thus, if A. thinks B. is going to put 
up three fingers he shows four and calls, 
"Seven!" while B., expecting him to 
show two, himself shows one and vocifer- 
ates, "Three!" This simple game is im 
rnensely popular throughout the 18 prov- 
inces. 


Dishes are not as a rule cleared awa> 


during meals, so that toward the close of 
dinner the table is slopped and strewn 
with debris, a veritable field of carnage. 
From time to time the vonvives retire to 
smil.-o, nud occasionally a refresher in 
the shape of a coarse towel wrung out of 
hot water is handed round for tho guests 
to succcssivcly^wipu their steaming faces 
with—nn agreeable process that has been 
imitated in tho luxurious toilet rooms ol 
the United States. The apotheosis of thv. 
dinner is the duck before alluded to. lie 
is succeeded by a few sweet dishes. Fi 
nally potnos a bowl or two of white boiled 
rice or millet porridge—to clean the pal 
nte. In home dinners rice is the chief 
item; in restaurant dinners it is rigidly 
excluded until the finale. Kince Douches 
of warm water follow, then a cup of tea, 
and the feas>t is over. 


Tho guests shortly afterward disperse, 


tho host apologizing for the wretched 
dinner he has dared to set before them, 
tho guests politely protesting, emphasiz- 
ing their sincerity nnd repletion by vol- 
leys of eructations. 


When the giver of the feast leaves tho 


restaurant, the amount of tho bill is, in 
his honor, sluieked from court to court 
as far as the street door. A dinner such 
us described for ti dozen people would 
cost about 30 bhillings, would last three 
hours or so nnd would include, great 
ami Hinall, more than 50 dishes.—Black- 
wood's Magtmno. 


This is not the case. In its youth the 
fish is just the same apparently as any 
ordinary fish. Even an expert could 
scarcely tell it from the little minnows 
which are to be found in any stream. It 
is of a whitish, silvery color and shows 
not the least evidence of the beautiful 
hues which it will later assume. 


There are many instances in which the 


fish never change to the reddish color, 
but retain their silvery white complexion 
until they are.several years old. Ordi- 
narily the golden shades appear in less 
than a year. .First the fish begin to get 
dark, becoming almost black. From the 
dark color they begin to assume a red- 
dish shade and finally come out in all 
their glory, full fledged goldfish. 
Often 


the fish instead of acquiring a solid coloi 
all over the scales from nose to tail be- 
come spotted wfth big red blotches here 
and there at irregular intervals over the 
body. 


All the fish are fed exactly the same 


thing—toasted bread two or three times a 
week. Nothing else is given them. The 
sun is the necessa^-y agent and the only 
one to complete the scheme of nature, 
and even this sometimes does not do its 
•work successfully.—Atlanta Constitution.

For one prediction that comc-a true 


many hundred! fail, of which wo never 
bear. Many a fond mother p"gdicts a pro- 
fessorship or judgethip or bi*jopric fur a 
favorite son, who nevertheless joints 
through the world among the crowd of 
unknown people. For all that sundry re- 
markable predictions have at various iimc» 
been nrterod which have cojao true, and 
yet nothing miraculous has been attribute^ 
io them. 


Sulla said of Caasar, when be pardoned 


him at the earnest entreaty of bis friends: 
''You wish bis pardon—I consent, but 
know that this young man whose life you 
so eagerly plead for will prove tbe most 
deadly enemy of the parry which you and 
1 have defended. There is in Caisar more 
than a Marius." The prediction was real- 
ized. 


Thomas Aquinas was so unusually sim- 


ple and reserved in conversation that bis 
fellow students regarded biia as a very 
mediocre person and jocularly called him 
"the dumb ox of jsicily." His master, Al- 
bert, not knowing himself what to think, 
tcok.occaslon one day, before a large as- 
semblage, to interrogate him on several 
very profound questions, to which the dis- 
ciple replied with so penetrating a sagacity 
that Albert-turned toward tbe youths who 
surrounded his chair, and said, "Sou call 
brother Thomas's dnmb'ox, but be assured j 
that one day the noise 'of bis doctrines will 
be heard all ever the world." 


Sully's father predicted of him, when 


only 12 years old, that he would one day 
be great by reason of his courage and his 
virtues. Had not tbe prophecy con:e true 
we had never heard cf it 
But Sully was 


early put in tho way of promotion, and 
once in the road the rest is comparatively 


i easy. 


Cardinal Morton, archbishop of Canter- 


bury, early predicted tbe future of Sir 
Thomas More. Pointing to the boy one 
day, be said to those about him, "That 
youth will ono day bo the ornament of 
England." 


Cardinal Wolscy, though a butcher's SOD, 


had an early presentiment "of his futnro 
eminence. He used to Bay that if ho conld 
but once set foob at. court be would soon 
introduce himself there. And scarcely had 
tie obtained admission at court, tho pos- 
sessor of a humble benefice, than he did 
not hesitate to say that "henceforth there 
was no favor to which he dared riot aspire." 


At 18, Gondi, afterward Caidinal de 


Retz, composed certain reminiscences cf 
early studies, on reading which Richelieu 
exclaimed, "Here's a dangerous fellow!" 


Milton in his early •writings foreshad- 


owed his groat poem, then not matured in 
his mind. He declared his intention many 
years before ha commenced his task of 
writing some great poem for -posterity, 
'•which the world would not willingly let 
die."

Mazarin early predicted tho brilliant 


career of LouisXIV. Ho said of him. "Ho 
has in biro stuff for four kings." And at 
another time, ''He may take the road a 
little later than others, but bo will go 
nmoh farther." 


One clay a maeon named Barbo said to 


Mine, do Maintenon, who wcs at that ritno 
the wife of Scarron, "After much trouble 
n great king will love you, you will reign; 
but, 
Although at the summit of favor, it, 


will be of -KO benefit to you." Ho added 
some remarkable details, which appeared 
to cause her some emotion. Her friends 
rallied her nbcut tho prediction, when tho 
conjurer said to them with the air of a 
man confident of tho truth of what he 
said, "You will be glad to kiss tho hem of 
her garment then, instead of amusing 
yourself at her expense." 


On tho other hand, Louis XIV one day 


observed t6 Rochefoucauld and the .Due do 
Crequi: "Astrology is altogether false. I 
bad ray horosccpe drawn in Italy, and 
they told me,tbat after having lived a long 
time I would fall iu love with an old 
woman, and lovo her to the end of my 
days. Is there the least likelihood of that?" 
And, 
so eaying, ho burst out iaugbiug. 


But this did not nevertheless hinder him 
from marrying Mine, de Maintenon when 
she was 50 years old. So that both the 
prediction of the mason and that of the 
Italian conjuror came true at last. 


When Voltaire was engaged in the study 


of classical learning, tho Father Lejay was 
onco very much irritated by the insolence 
of his repartees, and taking him by the 
collar shook him roughly.saying:'' Wrotch- 
ed youth! You will some day bo tho stand- 
ard of deism in Franco." Father IVilu, 
Voltaire's confessor, did not loss correctly 
dlvinefthe future career of his young peni- 
tent when ho said of him, '' This boy is de- 
voured by a thirst for celebrity." 


Sterna has told an anecdote of what hap- 


pened to him at Halifax. 
The schoolmas- 


ter had got theceiling newly whitewashed, 
nnd tho mischievous boy, mounting the 
stops almost before tho job was completed, 
daubed with a brush on the ceiling tho 
words, in capital letters, "Lau.

DANGEROUS DISEASES. 


The Difference Between Ailments Tliat 


Are Contagious and Infectious. 


The terms contagious and, infectious arc 


not synonymous. A disease is contagious 
when it is transmitted from the sick to 
the vrell by personal communication or 
contact, more or less intimate, and all 
contagious diseases are infectious—i. e., 
they are due to the introduction into the 
body of a susceptible individual of a living 
Sena. But all,infectious diseases are net 
contagious. 
Thus smallpox, scarlet fever, 


measles, diphtheria, influenza, etc., are in- 
fectious diseases which are contagious, 
while malarial fevers, typhoid fever, yel- 
low fever, cholera, pneumonia, peritonitis, 
etc., are infectious diseases which are cot 
contagious—at least they are only conta- 
gious under very exceptional circum- 
stances, and those in close communication 
with tho sick as nurses, etc., do not con- 
tract these diseases as a result of such 
close association or contact. 


The generalization that all infections 


diseases aro due to tbe introduction into 
the bodies of susceptible individuals of liv- 
ing germs capable of reproduction is bused 
upon csact knowlcdge/gaincd chiefly dur- 
ing the past 20 years, as regards the speci- 
fic infectious agents or genus of a consid- 
erable number of tho diseases of this class. 
In some j«fecti6us diseases, however, no 
such positive demonstration has yet been 
mado. 


The investigations which have been made 


justify the statement that each Infectious 
disease is due to a specific—i. o.. di.slinct 
—micro organism. There are, however, 
certain infectious diseases which physi- 
cians formerly supposed to bo distinct, and 
to which specific names are given which 
arc now known to bo duo to one and the 
same in'cd ious agent or germ Th us puer- 
peral fever and erysipelas arc now rccog- 
nizud as being caused by the same grfrm, 
the germ which is the usual cause of pneu- 
monia is also the cause of a considerable 
pioportion of the cases of cerebro spinal 
meningitis, ete.—Surgeon General George 
M. Stcrnbcrs in Appletons1 Popular Sci- 
ence Monthly.
